Cedo Cirkovic resigns 

One event overshadowed every other item of news in our club 
this week. I refer, of course, to the resignation of our 
friend and coach, Cedo Cirkovic. After last Sunday's defeat 
by Adelaide City, Cedo asked to meet the Executive Committee 
on Monday night, after a three-hour meeting, the Committee 
issued the following statement. 

'At a special Executive Committee meeting, Cedo Cirkovic 
expressed his wish to be relieved of his coaching duties 
with Footscray P.S.L team.His resignation has been accepted 
with the deepest regret by the Executive. A further decision 
was made that Assistant Coach Milenko Rusmir be appointed 
Caretaker Coach from April 30, and Mr Rusmir accepted to 
help the club. The position of Coach will be advertised 
nationally and applications also invited' 

Putting the record straight 

Like the true sportsman he is, Cedo has, on 
learning the Committee's decision, congratul¬ 
ated Milenko and has proffered his help. 

Cedo was by far the longest-serving coach in 
the Philips League, and apart from one season 
spent with Alexandra, has been at Footscray, 
as player and coach, for sixteen years. 

Of all the coaches who started out in 1977 
with the 14 clubs of the original Philips 
League, only Gerry Chaldi is still with the 
same club. 


Some misconceptions about Cedo's resignation 
need to be put right, however. 

He did not resign because the Committee's 
recruiting campaign had been a failure, as 
one newspaper mischievously put it, nor in 
fact did he make the statements attributed 
to him by the reporter. He simply felt that 
he needed a rest, or as he colourfully 
put it,'I'm like a racehorse that's been up 
too long, I need a spell'.
